Plight of Belgian People in No Wise 
' Overstated, Dean McClenahan 
of Princeton Says. 


Special Cable to THE NeW YORK TIMES. 
LONDON, Feb. 1.—Dean Howard Mc- 
Clenahan of Princeton’ arrived in Lon- 
don today after spending thirteen days 
investigating the condition of the Belgian 
refugees in Holland and nine days in 
Belgium. ‘Dean McClenahan declares 
that in his opinion the needs of the Bel- 
gians and the plight of Belgium have 
not been overstated to the American 
people, and he is unqualified in his 
praise of the work which the Relief 
Commission is doifig: When seen by 
Tue New York Times correspondent he 
said: 
“In due course I shall make a com- 
plete and careful report to Princeton 
University of my~‘whole trip. In the 
meantime I may say I have been in 
every province in Belgium except two, 
in Flanders and in those places in Hol- 
land where there are especially large 
numbers of Belgian refugees... In. Hol- 
land I visited Rotterdam, Nunspeet, The 
Hague, Amsterdam, Leyden, Gouda, and 
Groningen. Thousands of destitute 
guests whom Holland has been forced to 
entertain have been.a heavy, dragging 
responsibility, but Holland has made 
their care a national duty and has per- 
formed it as faithfully as possible. In 
Gouda old hothouses have been used as 
refugee camps, and they are considered 
to have provided model quarters. In 
Nunspeet there are 13,000 refugees, and 
although much is geing done for them 
those who have been able to continue 
their flight as far as England are more 
fortunate. 
“In Belgium every courtesy was 
shown to me by the German authori- 
‘ties. In company with a German pro- 
fessor of economics from the new uni- 
versity. at Hamburg I visited among 
other places in a motor and unhindered 
Brussels, - Antwerp, Louvain, Liége, 
Dinant, Tirlemont, Charleroi and Mons. 
But for food furnished-to the people by 
the Relief Commission Belgium today 
would be a land of starving thousands. 
The only flour in the country is that 
transported into it by the Relief Com- 
mission and this fact has been told me 
by members of the Commission, vy. Bel- 
gians and by the Germans themselves. 
In the Palace Hotel, Brussels, in 
the Restaurant Ray in Mons, in the 
Hotel Europe ~in Liége and in the 
read line at Charleroi I ate bread 
furnished by the Commission, not from 
choice but trom necessity. In Brussels 
175,000 out of about 600,000 are fed 
daily in the bread line. In Charleroi 
13, out of 29,000 are supported from 
the same source and so on until multi- 
plying examples throw no new light 
upon the ghastly matter. 

“Belgians everywhere and’. of all 
classes express undying gratitude for 
what America is doing for them, and ‘on 
all sides one hears unrestrained expres- 
sions of praise of Brand Whitlock and 
of those administering the work of relief. 
Indeed, the speed, thoroughness, and ef- 
ficiency with which this commission ‘is 
doing its welcome work is from every 
point of view admirable. In the big 
centres and in the smaller places I met 
many of them, including Rhodes schol- 
ars, who are doing so well as supervisors 
in the distributing stations. 

** And not only is Belgium sadly de- 
pendent upon them now, ‘but in all prob- 
ability she will become more so. There 
are here and there evidences that Spring 
wheat is-being put into the ground, but 
there are not apparent Prepare dots Ry 
supplying other staples: “ thé’ whole, 
evidences of the continuation of the 
country’s normal industrial life are pain- 
fuly absent. However, in the neighbor 
hood: of Mons and Charleroi: the coal 
—— are operating about three days a 
week. 

** Regarding the feeling of the Belgians 
toward the Germans and matters at all 
military I must decline to say anything, 
but in conclusion I gladly repeat, I a 
not think conditions in Bélgium~ have 
been or could have been overstated.’’

FINDS SEA PLANES 
ARE NOT WAR SHIPS 


Secretary Bryan Rejects German 
Protest Against. Sales 
to Belligerents. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Secretary 
Bryan has notified Count von Bern- 
storff, the German Ambassador, of the 
attitude of the American Government 
toward the sale and delivery: of hydro- 
aeroplanes to belligerent powers. 
The letter. which Count Bernstorff 
wrote to Secretary Bryan, implying that 
there was an obligation on the United 
States Government to interfere with 
the sale of hydroaeroplanes to belliger— 
ents, follows: 


— German Embassy. 
ashington, Jan. 19, 1915. 

Mr. Secretary of State: It has come 
to my knowledge that a number of 
hydroaeroplanes have been obtained fn 
the ‘United States for belligerent 
States from the Curtiss plant at Ham- 
mondsport, N. Y., and that a.part of 
them has already been delivered. 

An airship named America was de-* 
livered in» October of last year. to 
England, and five more hydroaero- 
planes of the same type have been 
delivered since; Entgland ‘has’ also or- 
dered twenty-four hydroaeroplanes of 
the I. N. model (séventy horse power) 
from Curtiss. Curtiss is also building 
Aor — — twelve hydroaeroplanés 
of the model of 160 horse power. 

Russia has also recently’ ordered a 
number of hydroaeroplanes of the K 
model from Curtiss, ow many is not 
yet known.

i0| ' Enemy's Hospitals Declares. 


WORSE HURT LEFT TO DIE 


| Carman Wounded in Same Hospitals 


Well Cared For—Food for Rus- 
sians. Poor and Insufficient. 


Charges that wounded Rugsian sol- 
diers have been neglected and in many 
cases brutally treated in German ‘mili- 
tary ho&pitals are contained in the “re- 
port of a Russian army doctor which 
was given to THE TiMys last night’ by 
Irving C!' Gaylord of 117 ‘West Fifty- 
eighth Street. Mr. Gaylord said he had 
just received the document from his 
brother, who was in Russia on business. 
When the latter- was in Petrograd he 
met Dr. Svegintseff of the Russian 
Army, who had spent nearly three 
months as a prisoner in various German 
hospitals and prisons. The doctor re- 
counted his experiences and later put 
them down in the form of a — 
which Mr, Gaylord’s brother translated 
and Seewerdes here. Here is the docu- 
ment: ‘ 

I was a prisoner of war in — J2 
from the 3ist of August until the 20t 
of November, 1914: Bighteen days at 
Insterburg, at Bromberg from the 20th 
of September until the 28th of October, 
und at Straslund the remaindér of the 
time, until the 20th of November. 

When I was captured by the enemy 

they — took away from-me any- 
thing that had any value or use, such 
as money, decorations, epaulettes, spurs, 
cigarettes. They robbed me of my va- 
lise, which, among. other things, con- 
tained my surgical instruments. All this 
occurred while I was busy dressing the 
wounds of soldiers. 
Officers and soldiers took an equal 
part in the robbery of valises and val- 
uables belonging to the other prisoners. 
Objects of a sacred character were 
dragged along in the mud, Prisoners 
were conducted under escort for twent 
miles; and those who, utterly exhausted, 
could not follow the convoy, were beaten 
and often killed with musket butts, 
bayonets, and guns. 

At Gumbinnen I was put into a dark, 
humid cellar and made to sleep on-a 
rotting and damp mattress. At Inster- 
burg lived in the ward of a hospital 
where 250 wounded, both Russians and 
Germans, were kept; at Bromberg in a 
hospital ward given up especially. to 
wounded Russians, and at Straslund In 
a hospital for Russian officers who 
were prisoners of war. In all of these 
hospitals I took care of the wounded; 
and at Bromberg I was charged with 
the oversight of four barracks with 
about 100 wounded. I.took part in or 
was present at operations made on Rus- 
sian or German soldiers. The following 
is the result 6f my observations: 

1. Wounded Russians were cared: for by 
physicians, sisters, and especially by the 
ordinary attendants of the hospital in a 
manner quite different from the tréat- 
ment given to the German wounded. The 
best rooms and the best linen were al- 
ways given to thé Germans, who re- 
ceived better and more abundant food. 
The dressing of the wounds of German 
Soldiers was thorotghly well done; the 
operations always took place speedily, 
rations on Russian soldiers 
were delayed for hours, sometimes for 
days. I myself saw at Insterburg a 
half mobile dressing. which was not re- 
newed during a week and until the day 
when worms. appeared... The wounded 
man, whose limb was amputated, died of 
gangrene. 

2. The lack of medical and -surgical 
material was very great. The hospital 
at Brombérg, for wounded Russians, 
did not have surgical instruments, and 
the operator was obliged to use his own. 
After the transfer of this surgeon, the 
hospital remained..a week: without. in- 
struments: Bandages’ were ‘employed 
sever ba — washed, 
Nermin were’ often" found ‘them, 
droscopic ‘cotton was t €’oniy tor 
For dressings, lignine cut into’ 's 4 
non-sterilize pieces; * was employed, 
Operations took ‘place in the dtetin 
rooms. Cases of pyemia, septicemia, an 
+tetanus were very frequent. Dressings, 
and evan operations, were often made by 
medical students: without any care, and 
— complaint about this was met by 
insults. 

38. The wounded were. most 52* 
treated by the administration, and espe- 
clally’ by the -ordinary attendants, who 
frequently abused them. Convalescents 
had all the rough work to do, such as 
washing the floors, even when strength 
was not sufficient. Soldiers who weré 
very severely wounded were almost al- 
ways carried to separate barracks, 
where,, without care, they were left to 
die in a pool of the wastage and. cor- 
ruption of their bodies. 

4. The food was bad and insufficient, 
especially. the bread, of which the. dail 
allowance did not exceed one pound. K 
half pound of pork replaced ordinary 
meat for dinner, and followed a soup 
of. potatoes. For luncheon or supper 
only a cheese, sausage, or herring sand- 
wich was giver. In the morning and at 
4 o’clock in the afternoon a little cup of 
so-called coffee,..muddy and without 
sugar, was given, For men who were 


obtain milk, even in very small quanti- 
ties. The eontractor does .everything 
he can to keep the wounded always hun- 
gry, and thus oblige them to buy extra 
provisions for cash. , 

5. The barracks at Bromberg were of 
wood and often not heated, since the 
administration prefers to sell its’ coal 
for its own advantage. The wounded 
shivered under their single coverlet al- 
most constantly, and were clothed °in 
nightgowns . suited for Summer. The 
wounded were sent to the camp when 
scarcely convalescent. Some were not 
even able to walk. The sentinels, placed 
at every corner, never failed to insult 
us at every opportunity. 


were badly fed and in insufficient quan- 
tity, and we paid. for our: own 

Washing was done only once a month, 
and, as the articles sent to the laundry 
were not always returned, we were 
obliged to do the washing ourselves. 











The population of Straslund was par- 
ticularly hostile to us, and we were many 
times subjected to insults, 

To resume. my impressions, I ought to 
state that the German civil and mili- 
tary authorities never failed to make 
our “situation as difficult. as ble. 
The  otticers, and en ee soldiers, - in- 
su , Spat. on, an at 
also Aid’ time wounded. — ak 
night we were shut up in stables, and 
even straw was refused us, while in 
the morning we were often. without 
water with which to wash. Money and 
all valuables, such a8 watches, rings, 
&c., were taken away, as well-as. wraps, 
boots, and linen, It frequently happened 
that money intrusted. tor German offi- 
cers was not returned. {

LAREDO, Texas, Feb. 1.—Gen. Jesus 
Carranza and his son, Abelardo, and Ig- 
nacio Peraldi, members of his staff, were 


4 executed by Gen. Santibanez,, a former 


Constitutionalist General, who went over 
to Zapata, according to a telegram re- 
ceived by the widow of Gen. Carranza 
from the First Chief at Vera Cruz. 

Mrs. Carranza, who is a refugee here, 
in announcing the death of her husband, 
said that Gen. Venustiano Carranza had 
telegraphed her he would send troops to 
recover the body. 

Gen. Jesus Carranza and his staff’ were, 
taken prisoners recently near San Geron- 
imo, on the Isthmus of Tehuantepec. 
The members of the staff, according to 
reports, were executed immediately. 


| Jesus Carranza, his son, Abelardo, and 


Peraldi, the latter also a relative, were 
held prisoners for a time by Santibanez, 


j who demanded as the price of their 


safety that Venustiano Carranza cease 
operations in that territory. 

The father, mother, ‘wife, and ‘other 
members of Gen. Santibanez's family 
were recently reported captured in the 
State of Jalapa and sent to Vera Cruz, 
where the Constitutionalists said they 
would hold them pending the disposition 
ot Jesus Carranza. 

Jesus Carranza was executed because 
his brother refused to pardon Santi- 
banez and receive him again as one of 
his Generals. Advices received here 
from Vera Cruz soon after the capture 
of. the First Chief's brother said Santi- 
banez warned Gen. Venustiano Carranza 
that Jesus Carranza would be executed 
unless Santibanez was restored to his 
command and Constitutionalist troops 
which had been operating against him 
Were recalled, : 

‘It was said then that the First Chief's 
reply was that his brother was willing 
to. die: fer the cause if necessary, and 
that he (Venustiano Carranza) would 
have to see him die rather than pardon 
Santibanez, 


MEXICO’S WATER MAINS CUT. 


Part of Zapatistas’ Campaign

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—The State

GARRISON URGES ARMY BILLS 


Secretary of War Replies to Senator 
Chamberlain’s Letter. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Lindley M. 
Garrison, Secretary of War, tonight 
made public an open letter to Senator 
George E. Chamberlain of Oregon, 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs, dealing with the plans 
of the Administration for strengthening 
thé army as one of the: elements re- 
quired for national defense; 

These plans were embraced in the so- 
called Garrison bills, which were intro- 
duced: by Senator Chamberlain: by’ re- 
quest of the War Department. Secre- 
tary Garrison thought that these meas- 
ures had the hearty su port of Senator 
Chamberlain, but. on Jan. 2 Sen- 
ator made pucks a letter he haa writ-. 
ten to the cretary saying he did not, 
as a whole, approve of the various army 
reform’ bills, and expressing a feeling 
that nothing could be accomplished ex- 
cept to pass routine appropriation bills 
during e remainder of the session. 

In his letter today Mr, Garrison made 
a strong statement in favor of the bills 
asserting that they were in the line o 








any rational military needs, that they 
would fit in with any more elaborate 
plan for stren ngthening the ‘army, and 
that they would be of great value if im- 
mediately enacted.

Owners of Consolidation Coal S.otk 
Say They Haven't Sold Holdings. 


Reports heard for, several days in the 
financial district that John’ D. Rocke-~- 
feller had recently bought éxtensively 
of Consolidation Coal Company stock 
turned yesterday to a rumor that he 
had’ bought control of the company, 
It was said that he had obtained the 
large holdings of ex-United States Sen- 
ator Clarence W. Watson of West Vir- 
ape A. B. Fleming and H. Crawford 
Black, and had, in addition, bought 
000 two-year 7 r cent. con- 
vertible bonds of the coal company. 
President J. H. Wheelwright of» the 
company said over the telephone last 
night from Senator Watson's house, at 
636 Fifth Avenue, that Mr. Rockefeller 
had not bought the stock holdings of 
the three men mentioned, and that con- 
trol of the concern was not in the oil 
man’s hands so far as he knew.

NO CITY TAX ON INCOMES. 


Mayor Says Such a_ Proposal 
Needn’t Be Taken Seriously. 


A tentative suggestion made by the 
Mayor’s ‘Tax Commission that the city’s 
revenue should be increased by taxing 
all incomes above $2,000 a year caused 
considerable discussion about the City 
Hall yesterday until Mayor Mitchel ad- 
vised that the suggestion should not be 
taken too .seriously.

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Mrs. Mackenzie. Testifies That 
ex-Head of Tyson & Co, Made 
Her a Bankrupt. 


GAVE HIM ALL HER STOCK 


Widow of Brother of Singer Com- 
pany’s Former Head Has Even 
Had to Sell Her Furniture. 


Mrs. Charlotte L. mackenzie, widow of 
| Tiana S. Mackenzie, whose brother, Alex- 
ander R. Mackenzie, was formerly head 
of the Singer Sewing Machine Company, 
told a jury in the Criminal Term of the 
Supreme Court yesterday of her trans- 
actions with Richard J. Hartman, ex- 
President of Tyson & Co., ticket brok- 
ers, as @ result of which Hartman is on 


charges that Hartman stole her entire 
fortune, amounting to $635,000. 

There are three indictments against 
Hartman, who for several weeks after 
his arrest was in the Tombs: because he 
was unable to furnish bail. They specify 
the larceny of $138,000. Most of the 
money. which is alleged to have been 
stolen was in shares of stock in the 


Mr. Mackenzie left her when he died, in 
1907. Mrs. Mackenzie is now a bank- 
rupt. Warly last year she was forced 
to give up her home, in Bighty-ninth 
Street, and in February her furniture 
was sold at auction to satisfy debts 
amounting to $6,346. At that time an 
involuntary petition in bankruptcy, was 
filed against her. 
Mrs. Mackenzie testified that she met 
Hartman in 1908 in London. He was 
agreeable, and seemed to be a prosper- 
ous business man, and soon won his 
way into the favor of Mrs. Mackenzie, 
who was then managing her own af- 
fairs. Mrs. Mackenzie said that, as 
she had no business agent, she consult- 
ed Hartman in many affairs. In 1911, she 
said, he learned that she owed money 
on loans to two corporations in Jersey 
City, the Hudson County National Bank 
and the New Jersey Title Guarantee 
and Trust Company. The former was 
secured by 836 shares of stock in the 
Singer Manufacturing Company and the 
latter by 1,104 shares of the same cor- 
poration. 

Hartman offered to pay the loans for 


her, she. testified, and to allow her to 
owe him the amount of them, She con- 
sented to the arrangement. Gradually, 
she said, Hartman got possession of the 
stock and paid her dividends. Finally 
she learned that the stock was gone. 

So great was her confidence in Hart- 
man, *8 testified, that even when she 

gan be anxious about the stock 
when the dividends stopped, she did 
not distrust him. She said that they 
went to the Seaboard Bank on several 
occasions to make sure that the stock 
was all right, and she waited outside 
while Hartman investigated alone and 
then told * that the stock was there. 

William S. Maguire, ex-Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, was described in the 
opening address of Assistant District 
Attorney Weller as ‘‘ Hartman’s cat’s- 
paw.’’ Maguire was Hartman’s coun- 
sel, and, according to the testimony of 
Mrs. Mackenzie, e lawyer was Hart- 
man’s agent. 

Mrs. Mackenzie’s testimony was not 
finished yesterday.
